GHI AND PETITIONERS’ POSITIONS 
ON RESALE POLICY SUMMARIZED

A decision on the sale and resale policy for the larger homes 
will be made by the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. membership at a spe¬ 
cial meeting on Thursday, April 6, at the Greenbelt Center School 
Auditorium, starting at 8 p.m. _ » 
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The question of the zoning clas¬ 
sification best suited for the origin¬ 
al Greenbelt homes came up near 
the end of a busy session, during 
which council considered point by 
point Report No. 71 of the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board (APB) on this 
matter. APB was represented by 
its chairman Ed Wuermser and 
about 20 citizens attended, includ¬ 
ing representatives of GHI and of 
Citizens For a Planned Greenbelt 
(CFPG). 

Although little progress has been 
apparent in the Master Plan for 
Area 13-N since the county com¬ 
missioners in July 1965 returned its 
draft to MNCPPC for downward 
revision of projected densities, a 
sense of urgency was evident at 
the meeting. City Manager James 
Giese indicated that the planners 
were impatient for the city’s rec¬ 
ommendations and that, in case of 
delay, they might proceed without 
them. On the same subject, Lil¬ 
lian Castaldi, a resident of Green¬ 
belt and planner of MNCPPC who 
attended the meeting (though not 
as an official representative) said 
that the planners would like very 
much to have city representatives 
come and point out to them their 
recommendations, on a map - “pre¬ 
ferably, within a week.” 

Controversial Items 

The first item on the agenda 
concerned tracts which have been 
zoned since the master plan was 
first drafted; APB recommended 
that the city support all these de- 
facto changes in the new plan. As 
might have been expected, contro¬ 
versy erupted concerning the “Gol¬ 
den Triangle”, the C-2 zoning of 
which is still involved in a legal 
appeal. 

Following a suggestion by Mayor 
Edgar Smith, vigorously supported 
by Harvey Geller on behalf of 
CFPG, this item was removed from 
the recommended list. 

A similar but more protracted 
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argument ensued over the reloca¬ 
tion of the senior high school from 
parcel 15 near the lake to parcel 2. 
GHI Board President Charles 
Schwan asked the city not to reco¬ 
mmend that this relocation be in¬ 
cluded in the new master plan, 
since GHI is still contesting it le¬ 
gally. Clifford Simonson voiced 
CFPG’s support for this, and Ma¬ 
yor Smith moved that the item be 
removed from the list of recom¬ 
mendations. 

His motion ran into the opposi¬ 
tion of Councilman David Cham¬ 
pion and of Chairman Wuermser 
of APB. Champion argued that 
the city did need the school and 
that its council was on record as 
recognizing the school board’s 
right to choose school locations. 
Wuermser added to this, that it 
would be hard to negotiate with 
the school board and with others 
involved about the route of the 
perimeter road through the school 
complex on parcel 2, if at the same 
time the city ignored the existence 
of something that’s tentatively 
there. 

Other council members express¬ 
ed doubts on the issue, but the final 
vote favored striking the item off 
the list. 

A third argument of this kind 
involved parcel 15, for which an 
R-18 rezoning request was taken 
under advisement earlier this 
month by the county commission¬ 
ers. The APB recommended for 
this tract “designating in accor¬ 
dance with action to be taken by 
the District Council.” Since denial 
of the rezoning would leave this 
point unclear, councilman Francis 
White moved to recommend R-55 
(single family) for the northern 
part of the parcel, R-30 (low den¬ 
sity multi-family) for its southern 
part and - in agreement with the 
APB report - R-R for the area be-

JCC Women Meet Monday 

The Women’s Group of the Jew¬ 
ish Community Center will meet on 
Monday, April 3, 1967, at 8 p.m., 
at the Jewish Community Center, 
Ridge and Westway. Election of 
officers will be held. The guest 
speaker, Isabelle Gishner, will 
speak on the “Feminine Mystique 
in Judaism.” 


This is the only item on the a- 
genda for the meeting, which was 
called by a petition signed by 123 
GHI members who disagreed with 
the formula devised by the GHI 
board for determining the resale 
price of the four free-standing 
homes on North way. Woodland 
Way, and Hillside and the 25 town- 
houses scheduled for the tract op¬ 
posite North End School. 

Accompanying the notice of the 
meeting that went out to the mem¬ 
bership last week were statements 
prepared by each side explaining 
their respective positions. 

GHI Position 

The GHI board formula was ex¬ 
plained by the board as follows: 
When a house is ready for occu¬ 
pancy, an appraisal of its value will 
be made by a qualified appraiser 
selected by GHI (appraisal value). 
The first purchaser will pay a sum 
which includes the original cost of 
the land to the corporation, all 
building and related costs includ¬ 
ing the cost of appraisal (sales 
price). The ratio of the sales price 
to the appraisal value represents 
the member’s sales equity. 

In an illustration presented by 
the board, assuming that the cal¬ 
culation of all costs were to yield 
a sales price of $27,000 and an ap¬ 
praised value of $33,750, the mem¬ 
ber’s sales equity would be 80 per¬ 
cent and the GHI equity ($6,750) 
would be 20 percent. 

When the house is offered for 
resale, a new appraisal will be 
obtained from an independent ap¬ 
praiser selected by the corporation 
and paid for by the seller. As¬ 
suming that at the time of resale 
the appraised value is $35,750, the 
corporation would purchase from 
the seller his sales equity (his 
down payments plus the principal 
payment on his mortgage) and 80 
percent of the difference between 
the original appraisal and the new 
appraised value. The new pur¬ 
chase price, in the illustration pre¬ 
sented, would be $28,600 ($27,000 
plus $1,600 in appreciated value). 
The corporation’s equity would 
have increased from $6,750 to 
$7,150. 

If there is depreciation, then the 
member and the corporation would 
also share that. In any event, the 
board has determined there can be 
no increase in the member’s sales 
equity during the first two years 
of his occupancy. 

Petitioners’ Position 

The petitioners asking for a mo¬ 
dified resale policy oppose the 
board policy as giving the seller 
an excessive profit on resale of 
his house. In the information 
sent to the members, the petition¬ 
ers state that this policy is detri¬ 
mental to all members of GHI, 
particularly those GHI members 
who might later aspire to one of 
these homes but who would be el¬ 
iminated by the escalating cost of

the homes. 

The petitioners have proposed a 
formula which will use a cost-of- 
living allowance (consumer price . 
index) applied to actual investment 
(down payment plus principal pay¬ 
ments on mortgage) to determine 
profit made by the selling member. . 
They state that this proposal is 
more than adequate when one con¬ 
siders the built-in subsidies pro¬ 
vided to these new homeowners by 
virtue of GHI membership. Accor¬ 
ding to the statement, these built- 
in subsidies are as follows: 

(1) by charging only $2,000 as 
the price of the lot (instead of a 
price of at least $5,000) the buyer 
is saving about $6 per month per 
$1,000 on the $3,000 difference in 
the buyer’s mortgage; 

(2) GHI will repurchase the 
homes at appraised value without 
charging a sales commission, a

Greenbelter Found Shot 
Sunday Night on Ridge Rd. 

At about 2 a.m. Sunady morning, 
March 2 , a wounded man was 
found on Ridge Road. He had 
been shot and is now in serious 
condition at Prince Georges Gener¬ 
al Hospital. There is a pending ' 
charge against him of trespassing. 
The man is a Greenbelt resident. 
Another Greenbelt resident has 
been charged with discharging a 
firearm, according to Greenbelt 
Police Chief William Lane. 

Earlier, at 12:30 a.m., police had 
received a report of a prowler on 
Woodland Way, but they found no 
one there when they investigated. 
At 1:54 a.m. they received a second 
report of a prowler in the same 
area; this was followed a few min¬ 
utes later by the finding of the 
injured man on Ridge Road. 

All results of the police investi¬ 
gation that followed the incident 
have been turned over to the office 
of the State’s Attorney for possible 
presentation to the Grand Jury.

Recommendations of Council 
On Area 13-N Plan Debated

In a special session called Monday, March 27, the city coun¬ 
cil formulated its recommendations to the Maryland National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) regarding the 
master plan for area 13-N. A meeting with the board of direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) was held the following night, 
including discussion of what classification to recommend to 
MNCPPC for GHI homes.

The four free-standing homes 
being built by GHI are inconsis¬ 
tent with the whole philosophy of 
the cooperative. 

The initial idea of low-cost hou¬ 
sing for large families has been 
contradicted by these expensive 
homes for a few families. 

I am not criticizing the people 
who have spent many, many hours 
planning and trying to keep the 
cost of the homes as low as possi¬ 
ble. I think it is incumbent upon 
them to tell the membership that 
they have made a miscalculation in 
trying to keep the quality of the 
homes high and the cost down. 

Let’s face it - these are $30,000 
homes which are subsidized by the 
whole membership.

G.H.I. from p. 1 
probable savings of $787.50. 

The petitioners put the issue as 
follows: “Are we trying to provide 
lower-cost homes in order to make 
it possible for larger families to 
stay in GHI? Or do we want to 
give a few members an opportun¬ 
ity to realize a handsome profit 
on a small investment?” 

In an illustrative example ac¬ 
companying the statement, the pe¬ 
titioners estimate that their me¬ 
thod would produce a 10 percent 
profit for the seller after five years 
compared with a 102 percent profit 
under the board’s formula. The il¬ 
lustration assumes that the apprais¬ 
ed value of the homes will rise 
16% percent after five years, 
whereas the consumer price index 
will rise 7.2 percent. 

Under the board’s policy, the pe¬ 
titioners state, succeeding families 
will have to pay higher and high¬ 
er prices, realizing less and less 
from the GHI subsidies, because of 
the continued increase in the cost 
of these homes to the second and 
third buyers. 

Voting Procedures 

Voting on the issue will be con¬ 
fined to the evening meeting. At¬ 
tendance of at least five percent of 
the membership or about 75 per¬ 
sons is rquired for a quorum. A 
family is entitled to one vote as 
a member. 

A member unable to attend the 
April 6 meeting has till midnight 
March 31 to submit to tne GHI sec¬ 
retary an official proxy form (ob¬ 
tainable from GHI office) assign¬ 
ing his voting card to another 
member.

Should Stay Subsidized 

GHI has committeed itself to 
build 29 houses for large families 
and to sell them at a subsidized 
price. That commitment should 
be honored, of course. The pur¬ 
pose of the special GHI member¬ 
ship meeting is (1) to prevent the 
first families making a profit on 
GHPs investment upon resale and 
(2) to guarantee that the second 
and third families who buy them 
upon resale will enjoy the same 
subsidy benefits that the first fa¬ 
milies will enjoy. Where GHI fi¬ 
nances the homes, what can be 
more fair than that? Why should 
the first families be able to make 
a profit on GHI’s cash investment? 
In other words, if GHI subsidizes 
the new homes, they should stay 
subsidized for the second and third 
families who occupy them.

tween the lake and the water main 
right-of-way comprising about 2 
acres and considered for acquisi¬ 
tion as parkland. The motion was 
passed, Councilman Champion dis¬ 
senting. 

Parcel 1 

For undeveloped parcel 1 in the 
city’s northeast, MNCPPC sugges¬ 
ted - and APB approved - a com¬ 
bination of R-T (townhouses) and 
R-80 (single family, large lots). 
The question that arose here was 
whether such a recommendation 
would not prejudice future park¬ 
land acquisition by the city in this 
area, where, in fact, a small local 
park was indicated by the original 
draft of the master plan. 

Wuermser and White pointed out 
that with the nearby large area 
now publicly owned by the school 
board, future needs for more public 
land would be minimal. On the 
other hand, Giese noted that he 
has considered the acquisition for 
parkland of a stream bed near the 
city’s northeast corner. The addi¬ 
tion of a phrase that “recommen¬ 
dation is subject to further re¬ 
finements, as the city surveys its 
park rteeds” was suggested by 
Schwan, and was generally favor¬ 
ed before the final vote supporting 
the original APB recommendation. 

It was also decided, after some 
debate, that rather than give spe¬ 
cific recommendations for the loca¬ 
tion of the perimeter road, the city 
approve its general routing, subject 
to final adjustment. A recommen¬ 
dation to classify GHI homes as 
R-T was deferred to a meeting 
held with GHI the following night 
- over the opposition of Wuerm¬ 
ser, who claimed that in doing so 
the city accorded GHI a special 
privilege. 

At the Tuesday, March 28 meet¬ 
ing between the council and the 
board of GHI, eight board mem¬ 
bers present agreed that R-T was 
indeed the category best describing 
the co-op homes. Formal action on 
the matter was, however, postpon¬ 
ed, to the March 29 GHI meeting. 

Another recommendation was to 
label the old apartments on Cres¬ 
cent rd. as R-18 (21 units per acre) 
rather than R-10 (48 units), as re¬ 
commended by APB. The actual 
density of the apartments, which 
predate the zoning categories, is 
about 35 units per acre, and desig¬ 
nation as R-10 would have allowed 
their replacement by higher den¬ 
sity. 

In a final resolution, the council 
concurred with APB in calling 
upon MNCPPC to hold a public 
hearing on the revised master plan 
prior to its adoption.
